tive petition to abolish the office 
of Chief Justice' Rlley and permit 
the governor to name a new chief 
justice. 


Riley, maintaining the

Walker struck Mrs. Keith over 
the head with a pistol and shot 
her twice at the time he killed 
Oxford and a scar from a bullet 
which struck her In the right 
cheek still showed as she testified.

attorney 
instructed 
Mrs. 
Keith to tell in her own words 
what happened at the cottage on 
Caplen Beach. She started talking, 
then pulled off her hat and asked 
to be given a brief rest. 
After 
the pause, she detailed happenings 
with scarcely a break. 


She already had been question- 
ed at length regarding Walker's 
actions beforo the slaying occur- 
red. Shortly before the shooting, 
Walker and Oxford argued briefly 
over whether they would hunt or 
would take Mrs. Keith's grandchil- 
dren crabbing. 


Oxford held out for the latter 
course and Walker threatened to 
go home and left the room, Mrs. 
Keith testified. 


"He came back "with a pistol 
in each hand," she said.

Hastings of Delaware, chairman 
of the republican senatorial cam- 
paign committee, charged the bill 
was unconstitutional because It 
"undertakes to legalize robbery 
by taking property of our citizens 
without due process of law and 
without just compensation," 
. The stocky senator character- 
ized Roosevelt's monetary propos- 
al as "much more dangerous" than 
William Jennings Bryan's plan 
for free coinage of silver in'1896. 
Opening the republican assault, 
Hastings said the "social results 
of this bill are hideous" and pre- 
dicted it would "impoverish the 
whole people." 
Hastings, a former state judge, 
challenged the constitutionality of 
the dollar devaluing bill in a long 
prepared speech, much bf which 
was .devoted to citation of legal 
precedents. He warned the senate 
the constitutional question was of 
more importance than in most 
legislation! because "confusion in 
the whole economic life of the na- 
tion" would follow an .adverse 
ruling by the supreme court. 
Turning to the ihore general 
aspects of the president's money 
policies, Hastings asserted the ad* 
ministration "has definitely de- 
cided to create ' a huge central 
banking system which shall be 
controlled by the government." 
He said th> federal reserve sys- 
tem would be "so crippled by this 
legislation that it will be of lit- 
tle -or no value in the future" and 
predicted that within a short time 
recommendations would be made 
to abolish it altogether. 
"As I see it," Hastings told the 
senate, "the social results of this

"Blessed are the merciful: for 


they shall obtain mercy. 
"Blessed are the pure in heart: 


for they shall see God. 
"Blessed are the peacemaker*: 


for they shall be called the chil- 
dren of God. 


"Blessed are they which are 
persecuted for righteousness' sake 
for 
theirs is the kingdom of 
heaven. 
"Blessed are 
ye 
when 
men 
shall revile you, and persecute 
you, and shall say all manner of 
evil against you falsely, for My 
sake. 


"Rejoice, and be exceeding glad: 


for great is your rewarfl In hea- 
ven: for so persecuted they the 
prophets - which were' before you." 


In the Present Time 


That shop-worn religious word 
"blewed" has had Its sharp edges 
worn off by long use. Perhaps 
"Happy" is the best synonym. The 
simple point 'to be grasped is that 
these magnificent propositions of 
Jesus are in the present tense, 
and they indicate that whoever 
accepts and practices them Is al- 
ready thereby "blessed" or "hap- 
py." One doet not have to wait 
until the whole world has been 
changed In order to receive the 
benefits of the Beatitudes. The 
individual who dares to adopt 
these high principles for himself 
at once inherits felicity. He en- 
ters upon the Jesus manner of 
life. 


Florence once formally elected 


Christ as its king. There is no 
need to wait for a majority vote 
to bring the radical teachings of 
JesuG Into operation. As, one by 
one, man after man accepts these 
standards as his own rule of 
private life, 
the 
sway of the 


Kingdom grows. We can enter up- 
on an ideal ^collectivism only by 
the growth of Inspired individual- 
ism. 
Wherever the Sermon on the 


Mount 
is 
practiced, there the 


Kingdom comes. 


At first glance, the Beatitudes 


seem to offer a sort of "Allce-in- 
Wonderland," upside down kind of 
life. Yet a little thought makes 
clear that a man's spiritual stand- 
ards and state are all that really 
count. Life, In reality, is not a 
material but 
a spiritual thing. 


One's own soul 
matters more 


than all that happens outside of 
him. 
Moreover, the direct result 


of righteness of soul is the trans- 
formation of outward conditions. 
AH that the world Is so feverish- 
ly seeking today follows after the 
acceptance of Christ's Kingdom 
law by individual men and wo- 
men.

BULLITT ON RUSSIA. 
William C. Bullitt, Amer- 


can ambassador to Russia, 
after a brief visit to Moscow, 
finds that a "great change" 
has taken place since his 
visit a year ago. 


"The people are now well 


clothed and provided with 
many things not obtainable 
when I was there before," 
he said during a stopover in 
Paris. 


The main purpose of Mr. 


Bullitt's trip was to make 
preliminary plans for estab- 
lishing American 
govern- 


ment services in Russia. Al- 
though he found a housing 
shortage jn Moscow, he pre- 
dicted that Satisfactory ac- 
commodations would be ob- 
tained. 


The fact that diplomats 


often are restrained by the 
necessities of their official 
position from giving expres- 
sion to their frank views de- 
tracts from the importance 
of their utterances. 


Ambassador Bullitt made 


no comment upon the pros- 
pects of trade between Rus- 
sia and the United States. 
When will Russian buying 
begin and how extensive it 
is likely to be are questions 
many 
American business 


men now are chiefly inter- 
ested in in connection with 
Russia. 


It is not improbable that 


the 
ambassador obtained 


some reliable information 
relating to this subject. 
What he learned, however, 
he probably will reserve for 
confidential presentation to 
Washington officials. 


If general conditions in 


Russia are undergoing im- 
portant actual improvement, 
is Mr. Bullitt indicated was 
;he case, this would consti- 
;ute a favorable background 
•or American-Russian trade. 
The real situation is likely 
to be disclosed soon.

gave her own

loss to attribute a direct motive 
for the killing.

(Continued From Pag* On«.T 
authorities seeking to administer 
relief to the thousands of sufffer- 
ers.Occasionally, while police, sol- 
diers, and volunteers are laboring 
heroically to move a mass of de- 
bris, emaciated, starved and al- 
most demented natives are extri- 
cated from the ruins where they 
have been pinned since th* earth- 
quake. 
Another peril presented is in the 
hasty burying of bodies In huge 
crevasses formed by the quake 
which it has been impossible aa 
yet to fill. 


Complete restoration of towns 
and villages will require many 
months, but the Bihar government 
already is considering town plans, 
including quake-proof buildings. 


Minor earth tremors still are 
frightening the nervous populace 
in some parts of the Bihar district. 
Even in Calcutta the rumbling 
of motor traffic frequently throws 
terror Into the* high strung.
